HISTORY 

The  year  1900  was  marked  by  a  severe  famine  with  its 
subsequent  epidemics  and  malnutrition.  The  incidence  of 
blindness  was  therefore  even  higher  than  usual.  Thus 
many  blind  children  attracted  the  attention  of  those  work¬ 
ing  for  the  famine  sufferers.  So  it  was  that  Miss  Anna 
Millard  in  the  year  of  this  famine,  gathered  together  at 
first  some  blind  orphans,  and  later  others,  to  start  the 
American  Mission  School  for  the  Blind.  It  steadily  grew 
through  her  untiring  efforts.  From  the  first,  blind  girls 
as  well  as  blind  boys  have  been  able  to  receive  education 
and  training  here.  The  first  premises  were  on  Love  Land, 
Byculla.  These  were  gradually  outgrown.  The  area  about 
them  became  too  congested.  Through  Miss  Millard’s 
efforts  a  site  of  land  in  Dadar  w~as  given  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  where  a  new  building  was  erected  in  1920.  Here  the 
School  has  remained.  Through  the  years  it  has  given 
primary  education  and  vocational  training  to  blind  stu¬ 
dents.  With  the  year  1937  the  staff  and  equipment  havd 
been  increased  so  as  to  enable  students  to  proceed  into 
secondary  education.  In  April  1939  the  management  has 
been  taken  over  by  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Chil¬ 
dren  in  Western  India. 

PURPOSE 

This  School  seeks  to  give  to  the  blind  or  visually  handi¬ 
capped  child  an  education  comparable  to  that  which  sighted 
children  procure.  It  endeavours  to  make  the  blind  children 
who  come  to  it  socially  acceptable,  self-respecting  citizens 
of  India.  It  seeks  to  train  them  toward  useful  work  of 
profession.  This  School  tries  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
up-to-date  methods  and  appliances  which  are  available  for 
use  in  the  education  of  the  Blind.  The  education  of  the 
Blind  is  a  large  field  which  has  gained  a  great  amount  of 
attention  in  Western  countries.  Consequently  it  is  from 
these  countries  that  most  of  our  expert  advice  and  appara1 
tus  come.  Because  of  the  nature  of  the  handicap  of  the 
children,  methods  of  instruction  must  be  different.  Em* 
bossed  rather  than  ink-print  books  are  used.  All  other 
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senses  than  the  sight  must  be  stimulated  to  facilitate  learn¬ 
ing.  Object  lessons  play  an  important  part. 

It  might  be  said  that  the  education  of  the  blind  child 
requires  first  the  education  of  the  blind  child’s  parents.  Too 
often  the  parents  deprive  the  child  of  training  adapted  to 
his  abilities,  training  which  will  enable  him  to  be  a  part  of 
the  world  in  which  he  must  live,  because  the  way  seems  so 
pitiably  hard  to  them.  Parents  must  look  to  the  future  and 
to  the  real  happiness  of  the  child.  Who  would  exchange 
dependency  and  idleness  for  self-reliance  and  activity?  Yet 
many  parents  force  blind  children  into  adult  dependency 
and  idleness  by  denying  them  an  education.  Blind  children 
need  sympathetic  encouragement,  opportunity,  and  hope, — 
not  pity. 

The  School  offers  boarding  facilities  for  those  who  wish 
to  live  at  the  School.  Day  scholars  are  also  welcome. 

Children  of  any  caste,  creed  or  colour  are  taken.  Each 
child’s  religion  is  respected.  Each  pupil  is  trained  in  his 
own  religion  for  his  own  personal  development.  Parents 
and  guardians  should  advise  the  School  regarding  this  and 
co-operate  in  having  the  children  receive  the  desired  reli¬ 
gious  training.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN 


To 

The  Chairman  and 

Members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Society  for  the  Protection  of  Children  in 

Western  India. 

The  Standing  Sub-Committee  submit  herewith  their 
annual  report  for  1940  of  the  Dadar  School  for  the  Blind, 
which  includes  a  general  and  statistical  report  of  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  and  the  statement  of  audited  accounts  with  the  list  of 
donors  and  subscribers  and  other  particulars. 

On  April  1,  1939,  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of 
Children  in  Western  India  and  the  American  Marathi  Mis¬ 
sion  under  an  agreement  transferred  the  management  of 
the  School  to  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Children  in 
Western  India.  The  arrangement  is  to  be  reviewed  at  the 
end  of  three  years.  Under  instructions  from  you  we  took 
over  charge  on  the  same  day.  The  Society  has  the  use  of 
the  grounds  and  equipment  for  this  period.  The  Mission 
has  a  representative  on  this  Sub-Committee. 

The  second  year  under  the  present  management  has 
witnessed  a  sharing  of  the  services  with  the  Mission 
which  has  been  pioneering  in  this  ever-growing  field  of 
education  and  social  work.  The  year  covered  by  this  report 
has  been  a  period  of  uncertainty  and  financial  stringency. 
It  has  not  been  a  time  in  which  to  start  new  ventures.  But 
it  has  afforded  us  an  opportunity  to  rethink,  and  to 
analyse  and  synthesise  the  work  for  the  Blind  in  this  great 
city.  Doubtless  work  is  being  duplicated  in  different  ins¬ 
titutions  for  the  Blind,  and  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
ways  and  means  of  co-ordinating  the  work  will  in  a  larger 
measure  help  the  total  Cause  of  the  Blind.  In  affecting 
such  a  co-ordination,  if  our  Committee  or  its  individual 
members  or  any  member  of  our  school  staff  can  be  of  any 
service,  it  will  be  most  willingly  given. 
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It  is  great  encouragement  to  us  that  the  government 
has  seen  the  progress  made  last  year  by  our  Principal,  staff 
and  pupils.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  department  for 
its  continued  interest  in  all  our  undertakings. 

This  year  has  been  made  financially  successful  by 
large  contributions,  obtained  for  us  by  Mr.  R.  P.  Masani 
and  Dr.  C.  Manshardt,  from  a  few  Charitable  Trust  Funds, 
and  by  smaller  private  contributions,  donatioons  and  subs¬ 
criptions  through  our  Honorary  Secretary  and  the  Prin¬ 
cipal.  To  all  those  who  have  contributed  so  generously  by 
giving  their  time,  money  and  services  to  continue  the  work 
of  the  School,  we  express  our  deepest  sense  of  appreciations 
and  hope  that  they  will  have  their  satisfaction  in  realising 
what  vital  light  they  have  shed  for  those  who  “are  learning 
to  live  in  darkness.”

EDUCATIONAL  REPORT 

In  submitting  the  40th  annual  report  and  the  2nd 
report  since  the  re-organisation  of  the  School,  it  should 
be  restated  that  our  aim  in  educating  blind  children  has 
been  not  only  preparing  them  for  life  but  giving  them  an 
opportunity  to  live  a  part  of  it  in  its  natural  environment. 
Well-concerted  efforts  and  experience  of  the  staff  and 
enthusiasm  and  co-operation  of  the  pupils,  encouraged  by 
the  support  of  the  Managing  Board  have  made  it  possible 
to  make  this  programme  effective.  The  Principal  expresses 
his  deep  appreciations  to  all  who  have  shared  the  joy  of 
giving  these  handicapped  children  such  rich  experience. 

Since  the  extent  of  the  School  activities  may  be  better 
understood  by  a  glance  at  our  revised  and  enriched  curri¬ 
culum  appearing  elsewhere  in  this  volume,  the  following 
summaiy  of  important  events  and  achievements  is  given  : 

The  Visitors’  and  Prize  Day  Celebrations  were  held 
on  Satuiday,  the  2nd  of  March  1940.  Mr.  Pranlal  Devkaran 
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Nanjee,  Chairman  of  Devkaran  Nanjee  Banking  Co.,  Ltd., 
presided  and  gave  away  the  prizes.  Exhibits  were  on  dis¬ 
play.  Besides  giving  a  demonstration  of  their  work,  the 
children  entertained  the  guests  with  an  interesting  pro¬ 
gramme.  This  event  has  become  an  annual  function  in 
the  city.  Many  distinguished  persons  were  present. 

The  annual  event  of  field  sports  between  the  blind  and 
sighted  has  become  a  well-established  practice.  A  large 
number  of  visitors  were  present  on  this  occasion  on  the 
afternoon  of  Saturday,  the  9th  of  March  1940.  The  blind 
children  had  the  joy  of  hard-won  rewards  and  close 
defeats.  Mr.  G.  Ross  Thomas,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Ame¬ 
rican  Marathi  Mission,  presided  and  gave  away  the  prizes. 
There  were  many  favourable  press  comments,  educating 
the  public  in  favour  of  the  Blind. 

All  School-life-activities  "have  been  strengthened,  espe¬ 
cially  Cubbing  and  Scouting,  by  the  addition  of  an  Honorary 
worker,  Akela  J.  B.  Readymoney,  who  has  been  this  year 
honoured  by  a  special  recognition  by  the  Governor  of  Bom¬ 
bay,  and  of  Scouter  D.  Marathe. 

A  non-recurring  grant  to  extend  the  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  Department  is  expected  from  the  Government  during 
the  course  of  the  year. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  one  of  educational 
experiments,  research  and  orientation.  It  is  hoped  that 
results  may  appear  in  print  within  a  year.  Meanwhile, 
the  following  observations  should  be  made: 

Our  experiment  of  getting  the  Secondary  School  work 
done  in  collaboration  with  a  High  School  for  the  sighted  is 
proving  very  encouraging.  The  boy  who  is  attending  the 
Hume  High  School  as  a  day-scholar  has  stood  first  in  all 
Ris  examinations  in  a  class  of  37  sighted  boys  and  girls. 

The  Nursery  Department  which  was  initiated  a  year 
ago  has  shown  remarkable  improvements.  A  qualified 
Montessori  trained  teacher  has  been  appointed,  and  new 
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apparatus  and  appliances  added.  The  youngest  child  iir 
the  department  is  three  years  old. 

The  dream  of  the  past  has  come  to  be  true;  a  Training 
Centre  for  Workers  and  Teachers  of  the  Blind  has  been 
inaugurated  with  promised  co-operation  from  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Department  of  the  Government.  This  department, 
according  to  the  Illustrated  Weekly  of  India,  is  the  only 
one  of  its  kind  in  Western  India.  The  first  year’s  class, 
consists  of  5  members.  They  are  social  workers  and  tea¬ 
chers.  One  of  them  holds  a  London  diploma  in  Educa¬ 
tion. 

Of  many  short  articles  and  exhaustive  papers  written 
on  the  Work  and  Education  of  groups,  handicapped  visu¬ 
ally  or  otherwise,  the  following  may  be  mentioned: 

1.  An  Exposition  regarding  a  Uniform  Indian  Braille 
Code  for  Indian  Vernaculars,  sent  to  the  Educational  Com¬ 
missioner  with  the  Government  of  India. 

2.  A  Scheme  for  a  Modern  Progressive  Institution  for 
the  Blind  with  Affiliated  Institutions  in  Bombay. 

3.  Sight-Saving  Classes  in  the  Regular  School  System 
as  a  Measure  of  Prevention  of  Blindness,  published  in  the- 
March  1941  issue  of  the  Indian  Journal  of  Social  Work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATIONAL  INSPECTOR 

Report  of  Mr.  V.  D.  Ghate,  M.A.,  B.T.,  T.D.  (London), 
Educational  Inspector,  Bombay  Division. 

Dated  the  27th  August,  1940. 

The  general  tone  of  the  Institution  continues  to  be 
highly  satisfactory.  The  blind  children  are  clean,  healthy 
looking  and  cheerful  and  seem  to  be  keenly  engrossed  in 
their  activities.  At  the  junior  stage  considerable  emphasis 
is  laid  on  hand-work  which  includes  clay-modelling,  paper 
work,  block-building,  elementary  knitting,  bead-chain¬ 
making,  etc.  The  senior  do  cane  work  and  sisal-hemp 
work.  Recitation  and  music  are  encouraged  and  a  Music 
circle  is  added  to  the  numerous  extramural  activities. 
Play-ground  is  in  great  demand  and  also  serves  to  estab¬ 
lish  social  contacts  with  sighted  children. 

Reading  showed  appreciable  improvement.  The  chil¬ 
dren  are  encouraged  to  use  a  variety  of  reading  material 
in  addition  to  their  texts.  The  progress  of  the  children  in 
arithmetic  was  fairly  satisfactory. 

The  Management  propose  to  conduct  a  short  training 
course  for  the  workers  and  teachers  of  the  blind. 

They  are  also  considering  the  most  vital  problem  of 
a  common  Braille  script. 

The  discipline  of  the  School  was  good.

Serving  as  they  do  these  afflicted  children,  the 
Society  which  runs  the  School,  the  distinguished  office¬ 
bearers  and  members  of  its  Committee,  and  the  staff  of  the 
School  under  its  Chief  Mr.  Haider,  deserve  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated,  and  I  hereby  pay  my  humble  tribute  to  them  all  for 
the  good  and  noble  work  they  are  doing.

On  reading  our  Annual  Report  for  1939,  Mr.  W.  McG. 
Eagar,  the  Secretary-General,  NATIONAL  INSTITUTE 
FOR  THE  BLIND,  LONDON,  writes: 

“I  have  read  your  Annual  Report  with  much  interest, 
and  especially  that  part  of  it  in  which  you  give  an  account 
of  the  new  features  which  you  are  developing:  Sports  Days 
in  which  blind  and  seeing  both  compete,  experimental  me¬ 
thods  in  the  teaching  of  Braille,  and  the  two  courses,  one 
•  giving  training  in  good  manners  and  the  other  in  such 
useful  everyday  things  as  dressing  and  undressing,  table 
manners  and  the  making  of  beds.” 


CURRICULUM 


The  work  of  the  School  is  divided  into  four  main 
departments:  Industrial:  Music:  Literary:  Physical  Edu¬ 
cation. 

Industrial  Education  comprises  Wool-knitting,  Sisal- 
hemp  work.  Bead-chain-making,  Basketry,  Manufacture 
and  repair  of  Cane  Furniture.  Manipulation  of  carpentry 
tools  is  taught  to  help  the  pupils  in  their  own  trade  and 
also  to  encourage  a  transfer  to  regular  woodwork  in  case 
of  partially  sighted  children. 

Music :  “  Music  is  the  Light  of  the  Blind  ”  in 

that  it  gives  them  recreation  as  well  as  occupation.  But  it 
becomes  the  leading  light  when  it  can  be  their  profession. 
The  School  is  striving  to  this  end.  The  Music  School  is 
affiliated  to  a  Modern  School  of  Indian  Music.  Instruction 
is  given  both  in  Vocal  and  Instrumental  music.  English 
music  is  more  recreational  and  appreciative  than  voca¬ 
tional. 

Literary  Education :  All  pupils  receive  literary  edu¬ 
cation  up  through  the  Primary  Standards,  Marathi  being 
the  teaching  medium,  English  a  subsidiary  subject.  Pupils 
exhibiting  special  merit  are  admitted  into  higher  standards 
in  order  to  prepare  for  the  Matriculation  Examination. 
Besides  the  three  R’s.  great  emphasis  is  given  to  Object 
Lessons,  Nature  Study,  Modelling  and  Gardening.  Great 
care  is  taken  to  preserve  and  to  develop  touch  and  hearing. 

The  Education  of  the  Deaf-Blind-and-Mute:  The 

technique  of  making  the  blind  productive  members  of  the 
society  is  now  fairly  advanced  but  the  problems  of  the 
deaf-blind  (and  naturally  mute)  have  not  been  touched  in 
India.  A  start  has  been  made  in  this  direction  in  the 
School.  The  Deaf-Blind-and-Mute  children  are  taught  TO 
SPEAK  through  ORAL  METHOD,  TO  HEAR  through 

BONE-CONDUCTION  and  TO  READ  and  TO  WRITE  with 
BRAILLE. 
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Physical  Education:  This  aspect  in  education  of  the 
Blind  is  more  important  than  an  ordinary  person  would 
think.  The  vitality  of  an  average  blind  person  is  supposed 
to  be  25  per  cent  below  that  of  his  seeing  compeer.  It  is, 
therefore,  essential  that  he  should  be  well  fed  and  well 
exercised.  The  School  has  a  small  gymnasium  and  a  run¬ 
ning  track.  Besides  these  the  children  enjoy  their  regular 
callisthenics,  drill,  sports  and  play. 

Corrective  exercises:  To  remedy  the  functional  and 
transitional  physical  defects,  corrective  exercises  are  given 
to  individual  children  according  to  their  needs.  Through 
making  the  children  physically  acceptable,  they  are  enabled 
to  have  better  and  more  normal  social  contacts. 

School-Life  Activities:  In  the  student  government  of 
the  Institution  pupils  have  recreational  and  social  clubs, 
such  as  a  Literary  Society,  News  Paper  Reading  Clubs, 
Scouting  and  Cubbing,  Girl  Guiding,  Excursion  Clubs, 
Sangit  Samiti,  etc. 

Everybody  is  encouraged  to  participate  in  some  degree 
in  household  work,  an  abiding  means  of  fostering  the  sense 
of  being  helpful  and  responsible. 

As  blind  children  are  deprived  of  the  most  important 
sense,  they  have  to  be  told  and  taught  matters  which  may 
appear  to  be  absurd  to  the  sighted.  The  School  affords 
them  an  opportunity  by  offering  a  course  in  the  Science  of 
the  Common  Things  of  Life,  such  as  etiquette,  manners  in 
eating,  dressing,  making  their  own  beds,  and  so  on.  In 
other  words,  they  are  helped  in  order  to  help  themselves  to 
be  contributive  members  of  the  society. 
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RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS 

1.  The  School  is  open  to  blind  girls  and  boys  up  to  the 
age  of  fourteen,  without  distinction  of  caste,  creed 
or  colour. 

A  child  who  is  visually  handicapped  to  such  an  ex¬ 
tent  that  he  cannot  read  ordinary  school  books  used 
by  sighted  children,  and  who  is,  therefore,  deprived 
of  a  means  of  getting  an  education  in  a  sighted 
school,  is  to  be  considered  blind  and  in  need  of  a 
special  education. 

2.  A  child  must  be  free  from  contagious  disease.  He 
must  pass  a  thorough  medical  examination  upon 
entrance  into  the  School. 

3.  Pupils  may  enter  at  any  time  during  the  year, 
though  the  School  year  begins  in  June. 

*4.  Tuition  is  Rs  60  for  the  year.  Rs.  30  must  be  paid 
upon  the  opening  of  the  School  in  June  and  Rs.  30 
on  the  return  from  the  Christmas  holidays  at  the 
beginning  of  January.  No  refunds  can  be  made 
upon  these  half-yearly  payments.  But  a  pupil 
leaving  before  the  last  half-yearly  payment  is  due, 
need  not  pay  the  second  instalment  of  Rs.  30. 

*5.  Boarding  fees  are  Rs.  10  a  month,  and  may  be  paid 
monthly,  quarterly  or  yearly.  They  are  due  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  of  the  month  in  which  they  are 
paid.  Boarding  fees  include  food,  lodging,  washing 
and  ordinary  medical  attention.  They  do  not  in¬ 
clude  clothing  or  travel  expenses.  When  a  pupil  is 
out  of  boarding  a  full  month,  only  half  fees  shall  be 
charged. 

6.  Pupils  are  to  spend  the  long  vacation  with  their 
parents,  guardians  or  friends. 

7.  All  pupils  must  be  supplied  with  the  following  at 
the  time  of  admission,  and  parents  must  renew 
outfits,  when  notified  by  the  Principal:
